C. D. HESS 


Dies of Apoplexy at 
Home 


Was Renowned a Generation. 
Ago as an Operatic Man- 
ager-Impresario and 
Made Fortune. 


C. D. Hess, renowned a generation ago as an 
operatic manager-impresario, died suddenly 
February 15, of apoplexy, at his country home 
near Westville, Ind., where he had lived for 


the last 15 years. 

He was born in Coshocton, N. Y., in 1838, 
and at the age of 13 he entered the theatrical 
profession. Eight years later he was manager 
of the Baltimore Museum. He served three 
years in the Civil War, and at its close he 
managed for a season James E. Murdock, then 
a well-known actor. 

Mr. Hess went to Chicago in 1868, and 
became manager of Crosby’s Opera House, then 
one of the most pretentious playhouses in the 


West. The*same year he got up for the Italian 
tenor, Brignoli, the first Chicago chorus ever 
organized.

HOW ONE PLAY WENT BEGGING. 


Otis Skinner and The Honor of the 
Family came to the Grand Opera House last 
week. Exactly a year has passed since Charleg 
Frohman presented Mr, Skinner in this play, 
a dramatization of Balzac’s novel Un Menage 
de Garcon, at the Hudson Theatre, 

‘I shall never forget,’’ said Paul M. Potter, 
who made the American version, ‘‘a night in 
the summer of 1903, when Mr. Frohman, Mr. 
Gillette, and I, climbed the broad marble stairs 
of the Odeon Theatre, Paris, intent on seeing 
La Rabouilleuse, a drama by Emil Fabre, which 
had made some stir. The once famous playhouse 
of the Latin Quarter had fallen on evil days. 
Paul Ginisty, the manager, was on the point 
of resigning. On his staff he had Firmin Gem. 
ier, now director of the Theatre Antoine, and 
Andree Megard, who Is Gemier's wife; the Gem- 
iers had an alliance with Emil Fabre, a southern 
writer, who had practiced at the bar of Mar- 
seilles, and Fabre had packed away in his 
trunk a dramatization of Balzac’s Menage de 
Garcon, which he called, as Balzac had at one 
time called it, La Raboullleuse, or The Shrimp- 
er. 


“Gemier persuaded Ginisty to produce it. It 
attracted instant attention. Diners at Foyot'’s 
neighboring restaurant left their tables in haste 
to be in time for the first act. Playgoers came 
swarming across the Seine to see it. But J 
think that Frohman. Gillette, and I were the 
first Americans to know that something out of 
the common was happening in this remote part 
of the town. 

“The house was well filled, but we 


sat ip 
gloom. There was no orchestra. 


People talked 
The curtain rose on a dull scene; 
the sitting room of a French provincial town ip 
the year 1824, three years after Napoleon's 
death. Half-pay officers came and went. Gil- 
lette, who had been reading up the subject, 
told us that Balzac had written his novel to 
show us what became of Napoleon's officers, 
colonels at 25, after the close of the Napoleonic 
wars; how some joined the Bourbons, while oth- 
ers paraded from cafe to cafe their military 
frock coats and insolent remarks, their ribbons 
of the Legion of Honor and insatiable appetites. 
‘They had no virtue,’ said Gillette, quoting 
Brunetiere, ‘but physical bravery. But they 
were creatures of their time—dernments of the 
first order. There are no such authentic records 
in the French War office.’ 

“The opening seemed dull. We found it 
hard to take much interest in the asceudency 
of Flora Brazier, the lovely ‘shrimper,’ played 
by Andree Megard, over the toothless old miser,

play. But something came. It was called 
Philippe Bridau, adventurer. It was played 
by Gemler. It carried a black thorn stick,

ficers. And at last it came face to face witb 
Flora Brazier, the ‘shrimper.’ 

“Frohman sat in silence to the end. As the 
last curtain fell he got up and said: ‘I'll take 
this play for England and America. You, Paul, 
will make our version. Gillette will play Phil 
ipee Bridau.’ 

“The gods willed it otherwise. Gillette found 
something else—a trifle, believe, known as 
Sherlock Holmes. Actor after actor had some 
reason for refusing the play. I lent the manu- 
script to Beerbohm Tree, who thought It ‘too 
small for his theatre.’ I told the story, In a 
Turkish bath, to E. 8S. Willard, who was blind 
to its qualities. But Mr. Frohman's faith tn it 
never weakened; and, at last, by the merest ac-

ERNEST COOKE—ARTIST AND 
MANAGER. 


—_—

Many years ago, a struggling, yet enthusiastic 
boy, who was a circus rider, yearned for the 
life of an artist. With his pennies, over in the 
old country, the youth bought pencils, and in 
the time that he was not working or being 
thrashed with a leather whip, this youth went 
into a small room and cooped himself up in 
what he called his studio. ‘There he copied all 
the pictures he could find, most of them being 
those of riders and clowns in shows. When he 
received a vacation he spent most of the time in 
an art gallery, wishing that in the hazy future 
be might be able to have an oil painting in an 
art gallery. But work for him’ was circus riding 
and his only wish was that he might be able 
to choose his hobby, art. The boy was Ernest 

e, manager of Buffalo Bill’s Wild West, 
who belongs to the oldest family of showmen 
in the world. He has seen life as a clown as 
well as a rider. 


As a mapager, Mr. Cooke is one of those men 
by his 


who compel good work and honesty, 
comely presence and gentleness, rather than by 
harsh commands. He has always foumd it difii- 


cult to dismiss even the lowest employe ‘and 
has frequently given to men the chance that | 


has been the turning point in their careers, al- 
though at times it seemed that they were wholly 
eserving. 

Mr. Cooke has many a time reasoned with a 
man and thus done more to the scapegrace 
than a hundred salvationists could possibly have 
done by singing a thousand mns. The men 
he bas had around him this last season have 
refrained from using the objectionable expletives 
commonly heard about a show, ause they 
knew that Cooke did not swear and that he 
did not like it. Men who might have been care- 
less about their labor have gone about it with 
a vim, because they had a word of praise from 
Ernest Cooke. They have worked earnestly, not 
because of fear of the chief, but because thev 
liked him. 

And this same Ernest Cooke—it seems hardly 
imaginable—was once, and not so long ago, the 
clown that brought laughter from German, 
French and English audiences. In fact, he was 
the star clown of the universe. ces 


as a mirth-maker were in demand everywhere, 
and they were weer * to pay him what was 
then a large salary. e was the ‘‘Silly Billy’ 
clown, and at the present time there is noone 
who knows Ernest Cooke, “who would “any 
time have thonght that the man who can so 
well hold down the managerial position with 
a big organization, could possibly have con- 
vulsed an audience with laughter; could have 


painted his face or worn the ridiculous costume | 


of a clown. But he did. Moreover, he is just 
as proud of it as he is (and has a right to be) 
of his work with the Buffalo Bill Show this last 
season. 

Cooke, when he was in his teens, found himself 
in Ireland. He had been subjected to cruel 
treatment from a_ stepfather, who, 
found the boy drawing on pieces of paper, would 
take them away from him, and threaten» punish- 
ment with the dreaded whip should he be Panght 
idle again. Yes, it was called idleness when 
they found the boy Cooke working hard at his 
hobby, which ought to have been his vocation. 
He went to a phrenologist who, it was alleged, 

a more certain knowledge of the formation 
of the head than the usua 
have, and was told he ought to paint. 

Cooke said that he could draw, but had never 
been able to buy a box of paints. 

“I'll buy them for you and we'll see what 
you can do. then.’’ said the phrenolozist. 

It was only a few days after this that the 
youth returned, not only with the box of paints, 
| but also with a wonderfully colored drawing. 


| It had been his first attempt, but the mark of | 


the artist was there Crude though this drawing 
and its coloring might have been, it attracted 
men who would willingly have financially helped 
the boy to study art, but that was out of the 
question, as he had come from a family of 
circus people and was apt and clever in his 
riding on a bareback horse. His stepfather 
would not hear of such ‘‘an absurd change in 
the boy’s career.’’ He even went so far as to 
threaten those who told the boy that he could 
ultimately become a great artist. Hence, Cooke 
continued as a rider of barebacked horses, fre- 
quently himself lashed by the deadly whip of 
the ringmaster. 

Cooke can remember the time when he was 
practicing, the time when he was the money- 
maker of a certain number of his family. He 
can remember the time—aye, many «a time—

After years of riding, Cooke came over to this 
country, and it was when riding in New York 
that he fell from his horse and broke his ankle. 
It was all up then—this career that his relatives 
had chosen for the boy. his former clever- 
ness and agility went for nothing. But Cooke 
|; Was not daunted, and it was then that he 

thonght of becoming a clown. Like everything 
else he did, young Cooke made the clown busi- 

ness tell. People heard of the ‘‘Silly Billy’’ 
clown, and they wanted to see him. If there 
{was a bad program on at a certain show and 

“Silly Billy’ 

| for all wanted to see the fun maker. 


| By that time Cooke was his own master and 
| he went, for the fun of the thing, to copy the 
| old masters in the different picture galleries in 
| Europe. He showed these pictures to an art 
dealer and was astonished w he was offered 
| $200 each for the pictures he thonght to be 
worthless. 

But, by that time, the life of the show busi- 
ness had gained its hold on Cooke, and though 
he loved his hobby, it was life in the open that 
he looked forward to, most. In the many towns 
that he visited with shows, instead of taking 
a camera with him, Cooke took a drawing pad, 
and brought away souvenirs of the places in 
this manner. 


Louis E. Cooke, general agent for Buffalo 
Bill’s Wild West for many years, one of the 
most appreciative men in the show business, as 
well as one of the cleverest, thought so well of 
the work of Mr. Ernest Cooke as an artist that 
he placed several of the latter’s paintings on 
the walls of his hotel in Newark.

BIG INDIAN 


Runs Amuck in Cincinnati 


Will be Vivid in His 
Memory the Bal- 
ance of His Life 


A Navajo Indian Chief ran amuck {no the train 
sheds of the Grand Central Depot, Cincinnati, 
0., February 21, and succeeded in stabbing and 
probably mortally wounding three people. The 
Imlian was one of a party of four en route to 
Washington. Ernest A. Dupille, a vaudeville 
actor, who was on the same train with the Ih 
dians, coming into Cincinnati, had, prior to the 
arrival of the train engaged the mad red-skip 
in conversation, but growing suspicious of his 
actions changed seats. Mr. Dupille tells the 
following story: 

“I began to get suspicious and left the seat 
beside the Indian a few moments before we 
pulled Into the depot. I was in front of him 
when the passengers started from the car. As 
I put my foot on the lower step the Indian gave 
me an awful push that sent me reeling to the 
other side of the tracks. 

“T turned around just as he pulled a large 
knife from his poeket. Brandishing It above his 
head and yelling like a mad-man, he started 
toward the gates. At this moment he spled 
Gorden leaning against a car on another trac’t, 
and rushing toward him, buried the knife in his 
chest. Gorden fell to the ground without a ery. 
The sight paralyzed me with fear, and not car 
ing to buckle up with a crazy Indian, I started 
the gates as fast as my feet could carry 

Had it been a white man that had pushed 
from the stair, I naturally wenld have as 
certained what reason he had for doing it, but a 
‘loony’ Indien on the war path with a wicked 
knife in his hands was too much for me and I 
certainly was glad when I was safely behind 
the railing and gates. 

“Pulling the blood-covered knife from Gorden, 
the Indian again started for the gates at the 
same time that Mrs. Bevord alighted from one 
of the end cars. With ber two children by her 
side the woman had just placed her foot on the 
platform when the Indian ran up to her and 
Not waiting to see the 
result of his work, the savage ran toward Mey- 
er, who was standing with hia hands in his 
pockets alongside the gate. Several people 
shouted to him to run, but Meyer paid no atten 
tion to their warnings, and as the Indian ap 
proached him he held out his hand tn a friendly 
way. Heedless of the zreeting, the Indian struck 
Meyer twice in the abdomen with the knife. 
As the maniac was about to pass through the 
gate after tinishing his ghastly work. a trainman 
sneaked up behind him, armed with a heavy 
spike, and hit him a crushing blow, the red 
man falling In bis tracks. 

“IT never again care to witness such a scene 
as took place in that musty train shed and 
harcly ever expect to have such a close escape 
from death as I did when the Indian started 
in another direction from me when he left the 
car.”’

|not possible to argue that good plays and good music, reproduced for a 
| moderate sum, throughout the land would do? If people in Texas or Bidde- 
| ford, Maine, or even the smaller, inconsequential villages could get in closer 
| touch with the bigger and better things that our city friends enjoy. Why 
| would it not stimulate the desire for advancement? Why would it not, if 
|the best brain offerings of our talented gentlemen were spread broadcast, 
| incite public admiration, approval and demand for still loftier efforts? 

The inquisitorial platform had several such planks as these chaps are 
trying to make us swallow, splinters and all. The onward footfall of prog- 
ress will scale the highest points of achievement, the moving picture is 
here to stay, each decade will see it bettered and more universally adopted, 
but if these brainy gentlemen insist that their works be held aloof from 
posterity through the film medium, perhaps the reel makers will be forced 
to go back to the old masters of a generation since for material.

Lee Shubert said: “I would gladly give my 
assistance to wipe from the stage any and all 
indecent plays. I think the public is the best 
censor. I am ready to give my aid to close 
any indecent shows."’ 

All the which is well said. But not all said. 
There is another angle, the one which deflects 
opinion. It may be a hair line distinction, it 
may simply be the gauge of broad-mindedness. 
It’s a foolish parent that gives the child a 
loaded revolver and tells him to have a good 
time. It is within the province of those who 
desire to keep the young Master and foolish 
Miss from things they shouldn't hear or see. 
At the same time we wouldn't want our en- 
tertainment served in nursery rhymes. Men 
and women think. It’s a thinking era. We 
want to be told things to think about, and 
where better than across the foolights? Where 
better can the folly of life be exposed? Where 
better a more efficient teacher to take the 
blackboard of life and draw figures? ‘Truth is 
the strangest part of fiction, and here we get 
both. As you sit in that two-dollar velvet seat 
and see and hear things that hadn't you done 
at some time in your life, the pathway wouldn't 
have had so many sharp boulders. Or prob- 
ably it’s a warning—and then it’s better yet. 
If you see the Satan pleasures of sin and the 
ruffled edges probably you can tell some friend to 
change his mode of life. 

Are you shocked to know that women have 
wrong? are you horrified to know that 
men lie, steal and intrigue? Are you horrified 
to know the rottenness and corruption that ex- 


ists—that you know exists—that you may have | 


—probably now its getting to shallow water? 
Where is the crime of seeing and hearing the 


woman who lives by and for the bounty of her | 


lover—a precious old married scamp. How many 
of such do you personally know? Is it worse 
to have it all thrown on the histrionic screen or 
the lining of your own brain? Pity lurks deep 
in the right heart and pity sponsors emotion, 
that latter is operative generally for the better. 
May not the impulse quickened at such a show 
be beneficial. 

We condemn the actress for portraying roles 
that may reflect our own life’s tragedy—we 
anathematize the play maker who cuts close 
to the living flesh—and yet where did thought 
come from but reality. Are we to linger in the 
barbaric age of night or do we want a teaeher 
who takes a text from truth. 

Some plays are immoderately immodest, they 


seek no further end than amuse the mud brain, |

ies? Why then don't we eschew Voltaire, why 
then don’t we repudiate Maupassant? Why 
then not apostatize from the teachers of life's 
great lessons?

Meantime the press agent 
has nothing to do but smile—and he’s shame- 
fully angry. Like Kelly is!

Broadway looks like summer time—that fs if 
the actorial element ts an Indication of climati 
eal condition. To the observer, It wonld seem 
that a large percentage of the profession ts Idle 
—and a large percentage is, both in thespian 
and executive ranks. There will be mighty few 


advance agents, managers and actors idle this 
summer. Vacations will be delayed a season. 
Necessity that’s all. What can a fell do 
who's only been out twenty-two weeks, orked 
seventeen and ten of these at cut salary. And 


there you have it—most of us are level-headed 
losers. We can gamble the game of theatrics 
for one sitting but how about the next time 
it comes your deal? Many of ns are better 


especially the actor, that seasons and salaries 
were cut short this year, others realize that the 
management lost, too, and must retrench ex- 
penses. 

As a result of early closings everywhere there 
has been an influx of strange faces in New York 

faces not strange to the business but un- 
known here. When things are cloudy elsewhere, 
we think the sun’s shining here. Then begins 
the trouble. Think it over this year, boys, and 
save some money. There’s not much sun shin- 
ing here now. Of course, it’s bully to sign with 
a Metropolitan attraction, lends flavor to the 
thing, all of that and that, but take my tip— 
don't come unless you have a contract of some 
kind in your pocket. Work will be searce, and 
the market it glutted with talent. I have 
watched the wheel spindle and this is my best 
advice. Last season there were the races and 
quite a few of you picked up change working 
for the ponies, then the parks and summer 
stocks and all of that gave a chance to get lem- 
onade money—things have changed. Sign up 
with a park somewhere out in the foot hills 
and forget the metrop. this summer. Don't 
join the hard-luck club.

The reporters resented this. They asked for 
an apology and none being forthcoming they 
proceelled to get satisfaction.

This was quite 
legal and quite proper. They will be speedily 
acquitted, which will be just as proper, and 
probably one manager in this country will come 
to realize that there are not only gentlemen 
on the press but men—men who dare defend 


their decency in the good, old-fashioned manner |

Probably no man in the wide, wide world Is 
more generally misunderstood, wunderated and 
maligned than the poor devil who gains a livell- 
hoed by writing copy. Reporters are put 
down as a bad, cruel, insincere, untrustworthy 
lot. As Alan Dale once told me: “Let a 
critic praise some one and he’s a good fellow, 
but—’’ and there’s where the trouble comes in. 

There is less of personal animus in the hand- 
ling of a reporter’s duty than any other sim- 
llar profession. The good newspaper man looks 
upon tragedy or comedy with true dispassion— 
he must forego individual tastes—he’s there to 
ferret the facts that’s all, and, of course, when 
these facts hurt, then some one has the cholera 
—and the reporter is all we don’t think he Is. 

The newspaper :nan has but few good friends 
in business, if it’s an invitation to some fune- 
tion you'll hear a matronly nabob emphasizing 
a whisper that her name get in the social col- 
umns, if it’s a banquet, or anything else that 
4 don’t pay for, some one is expecting some- 
thing.

Besides a score of Instructors there are the 
three guards that skate around with the crowd 
and in case some one falls they are picked up 
and righted on their feet before some one else 
falle ever them.

The loud and boisterous mash- 
ers and the quite and sedate Johnnie are in- 
formed just once that the Rollaway is a place 
for ladies and gentlemen. The Rollawas is
